THE INTERCOLONIAL TELEGRAPH. 

The arrival of Dr. Hat: amongst us is the 
first practioa] indication that the much- 
talked-of scheme of an Intercolonial Tole- 
graph is at lenutli approaching an accom- 
plished fact^ This gc-nlleinan tiaH (ravelled 
overland, has tesled llio difficulties of a wagon 
road, at well as those ol telegraph communi- 
cation, and ia of opinion that the construction 
of a highway across tho continent is a prac- 
ticable schomo, und the connecting of Canada 
with Vancouver Island by telegraph a work 
of bill two years duration. Twelve hundred 
miles of wire has already arrived east of the 
Kooky Mountains, and six hundred more ia 
ut present on its way to Vaticouvor Island, 
making in all eighteen hundred miles — the 
distance from Red River to Victorin. It is 
satislactory to receive these statements from 
so good an authority as the surveyor of the 
route; but it is doubly satislactory to kuow 
that the indifference with which the English 
people und Government have hitherto treated 
the (i tich-ele-ireil connection of the Atlan- 
tic) Willi the Pacific is rapidly giviug way to 
an active iuteiest iu a telegraphic lino ol 
communication, the harbinger of an overland 
route. 

So far as the advantage ol communicating 
almost instantaneously with the Eastern 
Pruvinc.es is concerned, the intercolonial 
telegraph will only give us what we shall 
have been, through the enterprise of utir 
Auiorionii neighbors, already in possession of 
over a year und a half; for wo exp-'cl, befure 
five months elapse, to be able to send a tele- 
gram from Victoria to Quebec ; but there 
urs other and greater advantages than thi» 
which ibe English hue will bestow. It will 
destroy effectually that isolation which now 
cuts us oil trom our Red River and Canadian 
fellow colonists. We shall no longer feel that 
we ore the ultima Ihule of civilization and 
the " derelict of all nations" ; but that we arc 
part and parcel of a great colonial brother- 
hood — of a natiou in embiyo. Iu two years' 
lima, when the telegraphic line shall have 
been completed, our population ol seven or 
eight thousand may reasonably be expected 
to have reached twelve thousand, and 
that of British Columbia an equal num- 
ber. With union of the two colonies we shall 
then have a population sufficient to demand 
responsible government, and to torn) an in- 
tegral part of that great British North Ame- 
rican Confederacy which will thus stand, 
like tho republican colossus south, with 
one foot planted on the shores of the 
Atlantic, and the other on the shores of the 
Pacific. The great drawback of the past in 
all Confederacies or Governments, embracing 
a large extent of territory, has been the ob- 
stacle which distance interposes between t lie 
oontraliaed power and the outlying portions 
of the country. 'I he telegraph has, however, 
removed this difficulty, and it will shortly be 
in the power of the British race in North 
America to consolidate itself in one gigantir 
political parluetsbip, and thus escape fiom 
tho dangers which weakness, arising from the 
scattering of the colonial elements, always 
engenders. On ion is strength, and the sooner 
we form tile Western link in a confederated 
chain the better for our own immediate pro- 
spects, and the betler for British nationality. 

The gold mines on the Saskatchewan, 
which have been hitherto little known and 
leas cared for by our miners, appear, from 
the testimony ol Dr. Hae, to be Bonn fidt 
diggings, yielding in some places as high as 
S2o a day to the hand. Whatever may be 
the ultimata means of filling up the va.-t ter- 
ritory that lios between Red River and the 
Rocky Mountains, one thing is certain that 
nothing will induce an immediate population 
but gold, and gold it is undoubtedly that i« 
rapidly peopling up the American territory 
south of us and connecting it with the Eastern 
Statea. From tho shores ol the Pacific 
the "old seeker hai been graduully ex- 
tending his adventures, until he has 
at length reached tho great dividing 
range of mountains and followed tho aunli r- 
ons indications until he finds hiinsel: in a 
quandary whether his supplies shall come 
fum the west or the can. I he g > I < 1 mines 
now In the American territory ate all tend- 
s'trir I i' I o if ovn experiences :n 
., i ii n i >.,o .v i tint iu u few j eins 

trie inmiug popu ut ion ran from Vain up to 
tbe foothills uf the Rocky Mountains. It is 
extremely probable, thcrelore, that the mining 
enterprise, of British Columbia will, like the 
samespirit farther south, cross the great back- 
bone of the northern portion of the continent, 
and develop new aurif-rons regions on the 
eastern Blope. The Saskatchewan may he 
gold boaring for hundreds of mile?, and Us 
tributaries may bo as rich as any similar 
slroams on this side the'dividing range ; and 
so we may bo nearer that dreaai of Hulwer 
Lyllon's — a cordon of British subject* con- 
cealing tbe Atlantic with t!:e Pacific— than 
most of ua fancy. Once let extensive g>dd 
fields bo developed to the east of ths 
Rocky Mountains, and the s'.reaui ol popu- 
lation that will set in from Canada westward 
will soon settle the problem of an overland 
route. The telegraph will be the Delphian 
oraele that will decide the fate, of thousands 
in the Eastern Provinces. When it an- 
nounces that John Smith has just that 
minute taken out live thousand dollars for 
li is ehare of a day's work- on Williams 
Crt-ek, and that Tom .Jones has struck fifty 
dollars to tbe pan on the Saskatchewan, who 
will be bold enough to predict the effects on 
the people of Canada? Under tho ordinary 
progress of events, however, colonies wi'l 
spring up west of Red ltivi r, and the 1(150 
miles between tho latter place and Toronto 
will not many years longer be an unlrav 
el led waste but a highway thronged 'with traffic 
Our slow and irregular means of eummanica- 
tion with thn outer world, and especially wilh 
tbo North American Provinces, has rendered 
nlmosl nugatory the inducements which theje 
colonies have presented lo the industrious 
classes of lesi favorod counlriea. With tele- 
graphic communication, however, across our 
own pottion of the continent, our postal ir- 
regularities, if they continue to nxist, will be to 
a great extent counteracted, mid our daily 
progress und inducements brought under the 
immediate notico of those counlriea whose 
attention we are most Interested in engaging.
